1. Claims 2-7,11,14,16-22,26,29 and 33 are pending in the current application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited 
in independent claims 14, 16, 29 and 33. 

The prior art teaches receiving a request for an object reference [When the Local 
Name Service 402 receives the message from the software object A 400; col. 10, lines 
23 - 57 of Quirt] and searching a remote name space for the object reference [off-node 
Name Service 404 performs its search operation 416; col. 10, lines 29 - 30 of Quirt], 
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however, the prior art does not teach a request to bind an object reference and the 
request includes an identification of a source, a source name space path, an 
identification of a destination, and a destination name space path used to bind the 
object reference. Further, the prior does not teach forwarding the request to the source 
application server using the identification of the source, searching for the object 
reference using the source name space path, redirecting the request to the destination 
application server using the identification of the destination, and binding the object 
reference into the local name space using the destination name space path. 

The prior art does not provide a basis of evidence for asserting a motivation that 
one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time of the invention was made, knowing of 
name service in this specific environment, would have integrated or modified the name 
service system with a request to bind an object reference that an identification of a 
source, a source name space path, an identification of a destination, and a destination 
name space path used to bind the object reference and using the request to determine 
where to forward the request, where to search for the object reference, where to redirect 
the request and where to bind the object reference as recited in the context of the 
independent claims.
